Dear  Chief-Supt.  Jeapes, 

We  are  addressing  this  to  you  as  a senior  officer  at  Chelmsford  Police 
Station,  aware  that  another  officer  may  have  charge  of  this  matter. 

Our  concern  is  for  the  welfare  and  safety  of  the  residents  at  Meadowlands 
Caravan  Park,  at  Little  Waltham,  which  Chelmsford  Borough  Council  intend 
to  “clear”  and  destroy,  without  a valid  Injunction,  on  or  after  26  January. 

In  a similar  case  last  week  concerning  Nuneaton,  a High  Court  Judge  has 
issued  an  Injunction  preventing  eviction  and  agreed  to  a Judicial  Review. 

You  may  not  be  aware  that  there  is  a young  pregnant  mother  there,  Ann 
Connor,  expecting  her  second  baby  in  April.  Also  a disabled  elderly  man. 

The  Council  has  hired  contractors  to  carry  out  this  eviction  and  we  are 
worried  about  potential  damage  to  persons  and  property  that  may  arise  from 
their  potentially  heavy-handed  activities. 

In  the  interests  of  keeping  the  peace,  on  all  sides,  we  are  requesting  an  urgent 
meeting  with  you  to  discuss  the  matter  and  in  particular  the  policing  role. 

Due  to  shortage  of  time  to  bring  the  parties  together,  we  would  be  much 
obliged  if  this  proposed  meeting  could  take  place  at  your  Police  Station  on 
Thursday  morning  (22  Jan)  around  II  am. 

Our  representatives  will  be  myself,  Chairman  of  the  Metropolitan  Police 
Advisory  Group  on  Gypsies,  Grattan  Puxon,  secretary  TERF,  Father  Joe  Brown, 
Travellers  Chaplain  and  a representative  of  the  Commission  for  Racial 
Equality  (probably  Sasha  Barton).
